Michael , described as an electrical 
engineer, of Seafield Park, Dollymount, 
Dublin, and Patrick Gaffney, no fixed 


business, no fixed address, were charged with 
watching and besetting the premises of 
Messrs. A. C, Cossor, Lid., radio dealers, 
185 Pearse street, and with conspiracy to in- 
duce the public to refrain from dealing with 
the firm. 

After some of the evidence had been heard, 
Judge Shannon gave a direction in favour ot 
the accused men, who were not professionally 
represented. 

Outlining the case, Mr. R. MeLoughlin (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) said 


that on September 28 last Gaffney, carrying | 


a placard, walked up and down Pearse street, 
adjacent to the Cossor premises. The words 
on the placard would leave no doubt in the 
minds of the jury about the object of his 
presence there. 

The words were:—‘‘It is no imsult to the 
Irish nation to tell you that Cossor is carry- 
ing om @ war of persecution against Irish 
people in Britain,” and, on the reverse side: 
“ Don’t be insulted when told that to support 
Cossor Radio you are patronising the 
victimisers of Irish people.” 

It would probably transpire, continued 
counsel, that Rogers had some grudge or 
grievance against Messrs. Cossor. He had 
a remedy for that; but what he was not en- 
titled to do was to employ Gaffney to carry 
these boards outside the premises to induce 
the customers of Messrs. 
with them. When charged and cautioned, 
Rogers said :—'' The only thing I can say at 
present is that Cossor are getting in this 
country what the unfortunate Irish people are 
denied in Great Britain—the protection of 
the law and the constitution.” 

Detective-Officer Ford said that he saw 
Gaffney Renan outside the premises with 
the placards. e asked Rogers, who was 
also present, if he was responsible for 
Gaffney’s presence with the boards, and told 
Rogers that, in his opinion, they were watch- 
ing and besetting Messrs. Cossor’s premises, 
and that the posters were insulting.

Miss Twomey’s 
late father, Richard Twomey, had for many 
years carried on the business of butter mer- 
chant, and every year during the period from 
1914 to 1920 he had been assessed in respect 
of excess profits and had paid whatever was 
payable. He died in 1929, and by his will 
he bequeathed «ll his proverty to his wife, 
Margaret. The estate included the remnants 
of this business, which at that time had been 
carried on at & loss. Actually Mis. Twomev 
never took part in the business, but it was 
carried on from July, 1929, until November. 
1930, for the purpose of winding it wp, and 
was finally closed in November, 1930. 


£10,000 ESTATE 


The value of the estate of Richard Twomey. 
which, at the date of his death. consisted 
exclusively of stocks ayd shares—the business 
was worthless—was approximately £10,000. 
Margaret died in 1936, and she bequeathed 
her property, which also included stocks and 
shares and which was valued at £18,000. to 
her three children, one of whom was 
Kathleen. 

So far as he knew, the onle suggestion of 
any evidence of excess profits on which duty 
was payable and had not been paid was a 
matter which must be derived from the 
Revenue Commissioners. Apparently they 
thought that, Margaret’s estate being valued 
at £18,000 and Richard’s at £10,000, the 
excess profits must have been there when 
Richard died and must have been profits 
derived from-the business. 

Mr. FitzGibbon submitted that there must 
be prima facie evidence that there are tax- 
able profits before any charge can attach 
to any person at all. The assessments, he 
said, were bad on their face, but the rea! 
substance of his argument was want of juris- 
diction. He said that there was no power 
under the Excess Profits Duty Code to make 
an estimated assessment. There was no power 
either to make ‘additional assessments, and 
these assessments were additional assessments 
and estimated assessments.

HYDERABAD, Friday. 


ELEBRATIONS begin here to- 
morrow of the silver jubilee of 
the ‘‘ richest man in the world,” a 
quiet, unostentatious Mohammedan, 
with power of life and death over 
more than 14,000,000 subjects. He 
is the Nizam of Hyderabad, the 
premier Indian State. It covers an 
area larger than England and Scot- 
land combined. 

Despite his enormous wealth and power, 
he has the simplest tastes, and is content 
to smoke locally-made cigarettes, costing 
less than ten a penny. He is well known 
as a poet of unusual talent, and an ode 
which he wrote in Persian in memory of 
King George V, attracted considerable 
attention. Altogether, he has written no 
fewer than 500 poems in Persian and 
Urdu. 

The celebration, marking the completion 
of twenty-five years of his reign, will be 
simple, as the Nizam wishes to avoid 
extravagant display. At his request a 
large fund collected for decorations has 
been devoted to a children’s hospital. 


A FAIRY TOWN 


But at night, with the aid of thousands 
of electric bulbs, the fine city of Hyderabad 
will be turned into a fairy town, with all 
the mystery and glamour of the East. 

The programme includes a State ball, 
garden parties, and addresses to the Nizam 
from his subjects and armed forces, of 
which his son, Prince Azam Jah Bahadur, 
is Commander-in-Chief. It will be opened 
and concluded with prayers: at a public 
mosque attended by the Nizam, who is a 
devout Mohammedan. 

A grand Durbar will be held by the 
Nizam at the City Palace in the old 
traditional Indian style on February 22nd, 
when tributes from his subjects will be 
presented. One of the events towards the 
end of the celebrations will be the opening 
of an exhibition of progress showing 
Hyderabad’s development during the 
Nizam’s twenty-five years’ rule, : 

Actually the celebrations were to have 
been held early in 1936, but for various 
reasons were three times postponed, 


THE .NIZAM 


The Nizam, whose full title is His 
Exalted Highness Lieutenant-General Sir 
Mir Osman Ali Khan Bahadur, exercises 
full sovereignty over his Dominions, The 
State, which is by far the wealthiest in 
India, has its own currency and postal 
service, including stamps for internal 
purposes. He maintains his own army, 
consisting of 18,418 troops of all ranks. 
They include two battalions for imperial 
service 1,053 strong. 

The amount of his riches, it is said, has 
never been disclosed. But they have been 
stated to include £100,000,000 in gold, 
£1,000,000 worth of jade, and more 
diamonds than anyone else in the world. 
Most famous of his diamonds is the 
‘Nizam diamond,’’ 277 carats in weight. 

The Princess of Berar, beautiful young 
wife of the Heir-Apparent and daughter 
of the ex-Caliph of Turkey, will take a 
prominent part in the garden parties, re- 
ceptions and reviews throughout the cele- 
brations. Proof that the East is not un- 
changing is that twenty-five years ago it 
would have been incredible for a 
Hyderabad lady to take such an active 
share in the festivities.

MEDICAL MISSION WORK 
IN INDIA

Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Medical Mission Auxiliary at the Hibernian 
Church Missionary Society Hall, Molesworth 
street, Dublin, yesterday, Dr. Norman §, 
Macpherson, a missionary doctor, of Srina- 
gar, Kashmir, India, gave an interesting lec- 
ture on the work of the Hibernian Medical] 
Mission for the peoples of India. Dr. Macs 
pherson spoke of the primitive and insanitary 
conditions of the country, and of the many 
Giseases and afflictions from which the people 
suffered accordingly. These he attributed 
also to the oppression and corruption which 
have prevailed in the country for many cen- 
turies. Medicine alone, he said, could do 
little. What was needed more than anythin 
else was a complete change in the outloo 
of the people, and that could be achieved 
only through the Gospel and the teachings 
of Christianity. Many of the diseases were 
passed on from parents so children, and so on 
through whole families, and here again the 
real and only preventive was a moral issue. 
The work of the Christian missions and the 
advance of medical science in this backward 
country were described in detail, and Dr. 
Macpherson made an earnest appeal for 
greater support from home, not only in the 
form of money, but in interest, sympathy and 
prayer.

of Karakorum, North-East India, are 
the happiest people on earfh—such, at 
least, was the view expressed by Mrs. D. L. 
Lorimer, in a lecture at the Royal Dublin 
Society’s premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday 
afternoon. Mrs. Lorimer is a former pupil 
of the Alexandra College, Dublin, and she 
accompanied her husband, Colonel Lorimer, 
on his journeys through Central Asia. For 
ane period of fifteen months she dwelt among 
the peasants who live in scattered villages 
among the Karakorum Mountains, and her 
lecture was a delightful review of life there. 
These people number, at most, about 14,000, 
but they speak a language which is not 
related to any other known tongue—at any 
rate, philologists have so far been unable to 
trace any relationship. She and her husband 
studied it for seven or eight years, and found 
no language to match it for sheer difficulty, 
There were, for instance, thirty-eight ways 
of forming the plural, and four different 
categories affecting the number of verbs, eta, 
Away in their mountain homes these poopie 
have been untouched and unspoiled by what 
is styled modern civilisation. They are in 
every respect a self-sufficing community. 
There is no machinery in the country, and 
no implements or other articles are used 
other than those made by their own hands 
from the resources of the land. There is no 
money in circulation, except when occasionally 
some of the young men go down into the 
low-lying distant parts of the country to earn 
some, with which they purchase the two 
articles they bring in—namely, a little iron 
to make spaces, picks, etc., and cotton cloth ; 
but. the iron spades, etc., are regarded as 
luxuries.‘ All the household utensils are made 
of wood from trees, the contaimmg vesse!s 
are made of skin sacks, from hides, and they 
grow gourds to hold their milk and water.

Plain Living 


Their clothes consist of a long cotton coat 
and baggy trousers with cotton cap; and they 
live on varley, wheat, buck wheat, grown 
in their little fields; apricots, mulberries, 
apples and the greens from’ the vegetable 
plots. Very rarely have they meat, and then 
it is from an aged cow or sheep or goat. The 
country in which they iive is entirely over- 
run by the Karakorum Mountains, which 
average about twenty thousand feet high, 
and the villaces are situate on little ledges 
which have been eaten out by the River 
(iilgit in flood. Their fields ate little plots 
built up, and, though they are a most im 
dustrious and thrifty people, the produce is 
so meagre that they are reduced to a state 
almost of starvation every year, and are com- 
pelled to exist on green vegetables and edible 
weeds for a couple of montis before the new 
harvest is ready Yet she never heard any of 
them crumb'e, and there was ne class war or 
complaint to the Government, They accepted 
their lot as inevitable. i 
They were the most magnificently ince- 
pendent people one could conceive, and though 
so primitive they had evolved for themselves 
a social culture which, to her mind, was in- 
comparably finer than anything to be found 
in any other country. They were a truthful, 
unselfish, tolerant, affectionate people, in- 
credibly hardworking and thrifty. She did 
not think that they knew what it was to he 
immoral. They had a very high principle, 
and the remarkdble thing was that they 
lived up to that principle. Every- 
bodv, from the voungest child, found 
some work to do, and she thought that that 
was one creat reason for their contentment. 
Everybody knew that they were Coing some- 
thing that was useful and necessary. 


Greek Legend 


The history of that part of .Cenival. Asia 
was unknowr and was likely to remain 
unknown, but there was a tradition, almost 
amounting to beiief, that these people were 
descended from three Greek soldiers of the 
army of Alexander the Great, who got lost 
er remained behind in the country. She 
lad never mef any people who struck her as 
being so like the Irish people in mentality, 
hospiiality and sense of humour as _ these 
people of Hunza. 

In appearance they were of a slightly 
hrown coloar, not dark, but looked very much 
like what Europeans became who had been 
exposed for any length of time to the 
scorching suns in that part of the country. 
Put them in our idiotic European clothes and 
they weuld pass for Dubliners or Londoners. 
Having to struggle for an existence won with 
such labour from their mountain-lands, they 
regard as Junatics these Europeans and other 
people who want to climb to the top of the 
Karakorum Mountaws—there are ne potatoes 
on the mountain tops, they say. Thev are 
governed by Sir Muhammed Nazim Khan, 
who had been appointed their ruler forty- 
three vears ago, after trouble between Hunza 
énd Nagar, and the people adore and are 
exceedingly proud of their Mir. He knows 
everything about the country, and the people, 
is their Court of Final Anpeal, and has 
guided affairs so admirably that there have 
heen only two murders in the country since 
he came into power. 

They ave a great opinion of women in 
Hunza, and the greatest possession a man 
hopes to have is a geod managing wife. As 
one prosterous nt said one day about 
his home life: ** We are three brothers living 
together, we have all got competent wives, 
and. several children. so we are well of. 
Father and mother are getting old. Now 
they cannot do much but thank God thev 
can give us orders,” and he said “thank 
God” in. a way that showed he meant it.

HETHER we like it or not, we are 

living in an economy which is, and 
increasingly becomes, controlled and 
planned. And even the opponents of 
economic planning would agree that if 
planning there must be, it ought to be 
founded upon full information about needs 
and resources. The provision of such in- 
formation with 1egard to power (which 
is the very basis of modern fife) is one of 
the objects of that world-wide organisa- 
tion, the World Power Conference. At 
its third plenary meeting at Washington 
last September the World Power Con- 
ference discussed, among other matters, 
the world’s resources in power and the 
better adjustment of power production to 
demand. In the meantime, the central 
office of that organisation has undertaken 
the publication of the first number of a 
new annual, in which. power resources, 
production and utilisation in the various 
countries of the world are set out in 
statistical form. The power sources dealt 
with are coals, brown coal and lignite, 
peat, wood, petroleum, benzoles, alcchols, 
natural gas, water power and electricity. 
Statistics for about sixty countries are in- 
cluded, and where practicable, continental 
and world totals are presented. The 
volume has been compiled and edited by 
Mr. Frederick Brown, Lecturer in 
Statistics and Business Administration at 
the London School of Economics and 
Political Science, University of London. 
who ‘contributed two papers to the ‘Third 
World Power Conference, held in 
Washington in September, and who was 
formerly associated with the telephone in- 
dustry. 


General Uses 


The Year Book will be found useful, not 
only by those connected with the power 
industries, but also by engineers generally, 
economists, statisticians, and others who 
require such information as comparable 
figures of coal consumed in the U.S.A. and 
the U.S.S.R., or of electricity generated in 
metallurgical works in Poland and Japan, 
or estimates of the world production in 
petroleum or wood, or the proportion of 
electricity generated in Europe by water 
power. Some of the information presented 
has not been published before in any 
country, a large proportion is inaccessible 
in this country, and it is believed that the 
volume-is the most comprehensive collection 
of closely defined and comparable statistics 
of power resources, development and 


‘utilisation yet published in any country. 


The enterprise is a notable example of 
international co-operation, and. an 
example, also, of co-operation within a 
group of industries to secure the coinpila- 
tion and publication of information con- 
cerning the working of those industries for 
the benefit of all concerned. It is an

ig is only natural, considering the course 
of recent Irish history, that O'Connell 
should have fallen into disfavour. The 
man whose watchword was that ‘‘ modera- 
tion is the true mark of real patriotism,’’ 
and who made the famous reference to a 
country’s freedom and a drop of blood, 
inust, in the triumph of the physical force 
idea, wait a little while longer fore 
justice is done to him. Even then there 
must be a great deal in the way of 
apologia—a faithful picture, especially, 
will have to be drawn of the conditions of 
his time, above all of the spiritual apathy 
of the people. Modern Irishmen, who, for 
all their reliance of historical precedence, 
are woefully ignorant of the facts of Irish 
history, will not then, as they do now, 
taunt him and his followers with not 
having attempted the impossible. Rather 
will they admit that he accomplished a 
great deal that then seemed impossible. 


Trite Comments 


This Gaelic 
appointing in this regard. It sets out 
some of the facts, more or less as we know 
them, but it makes no effort to relate the 
man to his times and his difficulties. 
Even when it comes up against O’Connell’s 
declared antipathy to the Gaelic tradition 
—the speaking of Irish in particular—it 
has no more than a few obvious and rather 
trite comments to make. What we might 
in particular have expected of it is the 
reflection of O’Connell on the folk-mind.

That, in view of Mr. Yeats’s acid 
remark about the “ three old rogues ” of 
O'Connell street, and the assertion that 
it was a popular saying that if you 
threw a stone over any workhouse in 
Ireland at one time you would have hit 
one of O’Connell’s children, is real evi- 
dence. Dómhnall O Suilleabháin does 
guote a verse which bears out the tradi- 
tion—an old woman dancing a child on 
her knee and singing—

Beid watch óir ag mac óg 

Dhómhnaill mhóir Ui Chonaill ghil, srl.

Omissions 


I should like very much to know what 
is the basis for this biographer’s statement 
that Dan’s uncle, Maurice, raced a White 
of Bantry to Dublin with news of Tone’s 
landing, barely .lost the race, and lost a 
peerage with it. Is that tradition or 
history? But throughout no references are 
given, and one is left in doubt. Other 
statements, such as that which repeats 
the story of O’Connell’s tipsy endeavour 
to join the United Irishmen in ’98, are 
given without check, and, as Arthur 
Houston deals with that particular matter 
in his ‘‘ Daniel O'Connell, Early Life and 
Journals,’’ one is left to conclude that 
this book has not been read by Mr. 
O Suilleabháin. Indeed, his list of “ books 
consulted ’’ is distressingly meagre. But 
if we are to treat this biography critically 
we should have to question many such 
points. On that particular matter of 
O’Connell’s morals, for example, I find

HIS is a document of quite unusual 
interest.

Here they are available, ably translated. 
together with some of the curious sketches 
made by him at this period. 

Nijinsky was a mystic. He felt himself 
to be in intimate personal relationship 
with God, guided in all his actions and 
thoughts, at times identified with the 
Creator; he signs the journal ‘‘God and 
Nijinsky.”” With this belief goes com- 
plete reliance on non-rational “‘ feeling,’ 
or intuitive instinct. At. this time he was 
already certified insane, but, although 
thoughout there is abnormal emphasis on 
the interior subjective world, it is only in 
the final section that we find hallucinations 
and the more obvious characteristics of 
insanity recorded. 


Ravings > 


What is striking about this book, how- 
ever, is the revealing wisdom of so many 
of its judgments. As we read these 
ravings, there stands out in bold relief 
the personality of one man, the intuitive 
artist, hopelessly at odds with a reasoning, 
critical age—his hatred of war, com- 
mercialism, pettiness, meanness, hypocrisy, 
his leve of all humanity, of poetic tenth, 
and of the supreme ecstasy aroused by all 
the arts, but specifically by the dance. The 
question inevitably arises, as it does from 
Dostoievsky’s Idiot, was this naive, child- 
like humanitarian mad at all—or, at least, 
any madder than the rest of mankind? 
Here is a passage, chosen among many 
others: “ War has not stopped through the 
thinking of men. Wilson wants to stop 
war, but men do not understand him.” 
Later: “I want Wilson to succeed in his 
undertakings, because they are near the 
truth. . . I love Clemenceau, because 
he is a child. I know children who do 
awful things without wanting to. Lloyd 
George does not know that he will be 
found out, and, therefore, holds his head 
very high. ... I know that Clemenceau 
is honest. He is a hard-working man, but 
he was mistaken when he sent France to her 
death. Some politicians are hypocrites. 
like Diaghileo, who does not want 
ve, but to be loved alone. I 
want universal love.” Naive idealism 
undoubtedly, but when we consider that 
the world had spent the previous four 
years in a fair attempt at destroying its 
own civilisation, aiid the above-mentioned 
statesmen were at the time gravely layin 
the foundations, in the Treaty o 
Versailles, of a similar, perhaps more suc- 
cessful, attempt, twenty years later, we 
may well ponder: Who was the madman?

A Simple Record 


Generally, the book is a simple, un- 
assuming record, It clarifies the origins of 
O'Connell ; it quotes the important events 


| of his life; it does its best work in dffer- 


ing a chapter of traditional stories. Yet, 
as a book on a great Irishman, issued by 
a Government office, it is hardly adequate 
to the challenge of its subject. 

One cannot help feeling that the Govern- 
ment Department which publishes these 
Gaelic books has pretty easy standards. 
Even a glance at the format of the book 
is disturbing. It has no. dust-wrapper ; 
the pages are unpleasant—margins small, 
type close; the illustrations are in two 
colours, and in some cases the colours 
overlap astigmatically, and always come 
through the back of the page; there is 
no index; no references ; the price is stuck 
on, as large as life, inside the cover. It 
is true that the price is small, but cheaper 
books come out every day in a far more 
pleasing and tasteful format. The fault 
for all this is less with the author than 
the publisher, and, since the public sub- 
sidises the publisher in this case, the 
public has a right to better service.

My Big Game Hunting Diary. By Count

EW sportsmen can have enjoyed their 

chosen pastime under more fayourable 
or more luxurious conditions than did the 
author during his visit to India in 1930. 
The letters of introduction which the 
famous sportsman brought with him to 
the country must have been directed by 
master hands, for the response was imme- 
diate, and Count Apponyi found himself 
at once being féted and entertained as if 
he were one of the favoured crowned heads 
of Europe. The Maharajahs of Bikamr 
Udaipur, Patiala, and Japurthala, as 
well as Lord Irwin, extended to him the 
most lavish hospitality, and rare game Was 
reserved for him on some of the most 
exclusive hunting grounds in the world. 
As the guest of the Nizam of Hyderabad, 
he .was provided with a hunting camp 
which alone cost £1,000 to put up, and on 
which one hundred men had been workine 
for a fortnight before their visit. Tiger, 
leopard, and divers game were driven for 
him, and he was treated with incon- 
ceivable pomp and hospitality. Thus do 
the great Indian Princes entertain their 
guests. They can afford to do so, since 
the Nizam, for example, in addition to 
huge State revenues, has an income cf 
£2,000,000, and a nice little “ nest egg 
of precious stones, gold and jewellery 
worth some £50,000,000 stowed away in 
his treasury vaults. 

Later, in the mountainous districts, 
under the wgis of the Maharajah of 
Kashmir, the author shot bharal, urial, 
mouffion and ibex. He managed to photo- 
graph several ibex at fairly close range, 
and obtained a unique series of photo- 
vyraphs of this shy and rarely seen goat. 


| Count Apponyi quotes some amazing bags 


of small game, when during the great 
shoots duck, geese, and sandgrouse are 
slain in thousands. Apart from his 
pleasant descriptive style—for the book is 
made up from letters originally written to 
amuse an aged and invalid mother—the 
author is generous with photographs, of 
which there are included over 160, some of 
them unique. It comes as a shock to the 
reader to learn that this witty, happy 
sportsman is dead, for Count Apponyi died 
in Ber!in in 1935.

I the past Mr. Liam O'Flaherty has 
been noted for a certain violence in his 
work, which,' although it carried the 
reader breathlessly from the beginning of 
a book to its end, ultimately weakened its 
effect. In such books as “ The Informer,”’ 
or “The Martyr,” this dynamic and 
demoniac speed tended to defeat the artist's 
purpose, by leaving only a blurred im- 
pression of characters and incidents and 
a feeling of exhaustion. In his new book, 
““ Famine,” there is none of this breath- 
less speed, and the book gains enormously 
in consequence, 


Tranquil Memories 


Famine ” is, in fact, the best long 
story that Mr. O’Flaherty has yet pro- 
duced. It is mature, calm, finely 
balanced, and beautifully written. It is 
as if Mr. O'Flaherty had pondered his 
story for years, sifting and winnowing his 
materials, living with his people, until he 
knew all that there was to be known about 
character and circumstance. In a senso 
“ Famine ” is a folk-tale: does not almost 
every inch of Ireland hold still the grim 
story of those terrible years? The 
“ hunger ”’ lived in the memories of people 
until a little while ago, and they trans- 
mitted the memory. to their living 
descendants. It is this tranquilised 
memory» that Mr. O'Flaherty has now 
given to literature. There is still the 
burning indignation, without which Mr. 
O’Flaherty would not be himself; but 
there is also a deep brooding pity that is 
new. Accepted merely as an historical 
reconstruction of one of the turning-points 
in Irish history, “ The Famine” is a 
great achievement; but it rises beyond 
that to be an interpretation and an ex- 
perience. 


Famine Years 


The story is that of the western village 
of Crom in the famine years—from 1845 
onwards—and the effects of those years 
upon an entire community. The hero of 
the story is old Brian Kilmartin, and it is 
his family that is most intimately and 
lovingly presented. As the blight spreads 
hunger, and death about the community 
the figure’ of Mary Kilmartin throws a 
gleam of beauty through the miasma; and 
in the end it is her bright spirit that 
lingers in the memory. Faced with the 
malignity of nature humanity is helpless; 
so that stupidity and selfishness seem ‘to 
matter little or nothing. This is new in 
Mr, O’F laherty’s work, and it is a quality 
that adds tremendously to his stature as a 
novelist. ‘‘Famine’’ is, indeed, a book 
that must be read; for Irish readers it 
will bring the middle of the nineteenth 
century more vividly to the mind than 
anything that has since happened. People 
like Skerrett and Gypo Nolan will flit 
through the mind; Brian and Mary 
Kilmartin will remain. 


The Returning Sunlight 


To pass from Mr. O'Flaherty to Mr. 
T. €. Murray is to pass into a different 
world: and yet a world that has some 
familiar prospects. ‘‘ Spring Horizon”’ is 
the story of a boy; it is also the story 
of a renewal of hope in a country and a 
community. Two generations have passed 
since the Famine when Stephen Mangan 
is born in a Munster town. His parents 
own a public-house, and are of the first 
bi-lingual generation Ireland knew. Hope 
revives in Carberymore, and young Stephen 
knows the beginnings of the agitation 
which has since placed his people back on 
the ‘‘planted’’ lands by which he was 
surrounded. Seldom has the adolescent 
boy been presented with greater insight 
and sympathy than in Mr, Murray’s 
pages. He understands the shy, sensitivo 
bov, who prefers the introspective and 
solitary life to that of the groups in his 
shop, school or home environment. As tho 
first novel from one who has been a notable 


contributor to, and a formative influence 


in, Irish drama, this book is singularly 
undramatic. It is in his introspective 
moods and descriptive passages that Mr. 
Murray is at his best. 


A Promised Sequel 


As a sequel is promised to ‘‘ Spring 
Horizon,’’ this novel might be judged a 
preparation rather than an actual achieve- 
ment. It has in it, however, that quality 
of*quietude which first came into contem- 
porary Irish fiction with Mr. Daniel 
Corkery’s ‘‘ Threshold of Quiet.’”’ It is 
contemplative, reminiscent, brooding, as 
if in some quiet corner a most earnest 
man was discoursing about his glamorous 
boyhood. That Mr. Murray’s Stephen 
Mangan retains that glamour is an indica- 
tion of the quality of this book. If Mr. 
O'Flaherty gives the reader the “bad 
times,” Mr. Murray brings the first rays 
of returning sunlight. 


Scottish Sports

F one was asked what are the chief field 
sports of Scotland, the answer would be 
deer-stalking, grouse-shooting aud salmon- 
fishing.

book, in which, he explains, he attempts 
to give details of some Scottish pursuits 
which are equally field sports in that 
country. The result is a very attractive 
book, in which the habits and methods of 
pursuit are described of other well-known 
representatives of the Scottish fauna—the 
roe deer, blue hare, otter, capercailzie, 
black game, and the ptarmigan. There is 
a freshness in the author’s descriptions, 
and his intimate knowledge of the habits 
of the different creatures is reflected in 
these descriptions, which are a feature of 
the book, apart from the excellent advice 
he offers to sportsmen for the sucessful 
pursuit of their respective quarry. 
Chapters on estuary and shore-shooting, 


loch-fishing for tyout and sea trout, and 


salt water fishing complete the account 
of open air sports undertaken by the 
author. -

While the author is writing as an officer 
who is devoted to his regiment, he is also 
writing as an observant and fair-minded 
man, who is trying hard to set down in 
its proper light all that he sees. The 
result is that we get as grim and stern 
a picture of Legion life as any that has 
so far appeared, but with far less of the 
senseless brutality which distinguished so 
many of these former sketches. Life as 
portrayed by Prince Aage in the Legion 
is sufficiently colourful without such aids, 


‘and the stories and incidents he quotes are 


far more remarkable in their poignancy 
and tragedy than any we have so far met. 
The two ‘‘diaries’’ which the writer 
includes are each sufficient in themselves 
to justify the writing of this book. So 
brilliant and novel a picture of the 
Foreign Legion calls imperatively for a 
sequel,

the land and seeking concessions. The Rajah’s 
throne, to use a doubtful metaphor, is on 
its last legs, and it is only by the interven- 
tion of Powell, who constitutes himself an 
unofficial ambassador from Great Britain, 
that the country is protected from Chinese 
invasion. To be sure the theme of this novel 
is a trifle overgrown with disquisitions on 
life and death, on the ethics of head-hunting, 
and on the Eurasian outlook, but ib remains 
a very good and sympathetic story, packed 
with colour, and gripping. . 

“I, Savaran!’’ is of a very different kind. 
Mr. Douglas Newton does not stop to reflect | 
at all, but just goes straight ahead. 
Savaran 18 a long, thin, laughing fellow, 
possessing a beak like an eagle, almost 
incredible (if not completely incredible) skill 
with a pair of automatics, and a facility for 
escaping from the most difficult prisons. 
His ambition is to found a middle-African 
kingdom with himself as king, and though, 
at the close of the fourteen episodes which 
make up the book, he hag not yet realised it, 
there is scarcely a tribe, whether of buck 
niggers or of Arabs, which he has not 
lured or terrified into obedience. This is 
the ideal book for anyone who wants fast- 
moving, unbelievable adventure, often blood- 
curdling, but always, thanks to the 
ae a of the extraordinary Savaran, 
ight-hearted. 

_In “ Mountain Fires’ the white authori- 
ties are disturbed by the rumours of a new 
and dynamic leader, who, presenting himself 
as a reincarnation of Saladin, is welding the 
Arabs of Kurdestan into a powerful and 
hostile foe. He, too, is, of course, a white 
man, and the parallel with Lawrence—or, 
rather with what Lawrence might have 
bceome—is closer than in the other two 
novels. It is not up to the standard of either, 
but makes very good reading for all that,

As New Orleans grew out of the Missis- 

sippi mud she begun to develop a fairly - 
heavy trade with the coast, and in order. 
to get her products down river she had 
recourse to “ flatboats.’? These flatboats 
were huge barges capable of carrying a 
considerable cargo, but, while they floated 
down comfortably on the current, it was 
an excessively laborious task to bring 
them back again. This was not their sole 
disadvantage ; they were manned by the 
most savage gang of ruffians that the 
Southern States have ever seen.

The flatboats would be loaded at New 
Orleans, and off they would wallow down 
the river. At nightfall they would halt 
at the most convenient settlement, and 
their crews would disembark. The crews 
would pass'through the settlement like a 
prairie fire, leaving a swathe of death and 
destruction behind them. When nobody 
was left to occupy their, attention they 
slaughtered one another—a development 
much appreciated by any women still con- 
scious. Some of these  flatboat 
‘* bullies’? became famous throughout the 
country, and none was more famous than 
a lady by the name of Anme Christmas. 
Annie was 6 feet 8 inches in height, and 
carried a moustache and twenty stone 
with equal facility.

which was to persist for many a troubled 
year, 


Drugged, and Dragged Out 


The Live Oak Boys were one fertile 
cause of unrest. During the late after- 
noons, when the Live Oak Boys arose for 
the day, a session was held in a clump 
of oak trees just outside the town. The 
Live Oak Boys were thinking up some- 
thing to do for the evening. When they 
had thought they entered Gallatin street 
at one end with their oak cudgels, and 
emerged, slightly depleted in nambers. six 
hours later at the other. Gallatin street 
was hidden in a cloud of dust and im- 
passioned vituperation. | 

But Gallatin street had a trick or two 
of its own, There were publia-houses in 
Gallatin street where you paid five cents 
on entry, took a tankard from a shelf, 
and then had a line of barrels at your 
disposal—without further charge. - But 
when the first drink was finished you had 
to take another at once or be thrown out. 
It was awful either way. The barrels were 
drugged, the drinkers dumped in the back- 
yard, and there relieved of every cent, or, 
failing a cent, of every stitch of clothing.

New Orleans prospered yet more mightily, 
and now Basin street came into its own. 
The ladies had moved it—ladies of easy 
virtue, but of appallingly hard fists. They 
needed no “ bouncers,’’ these ladies. for 
they committed their own murders with 
regularity, insouciance and skill. Mesdames 
Bricktop Jackson and Bridget Fury were 
invincible at their weight. 

' Basin street was famous in another way, 
for Basin street published “The Blue 
Book,” a unique volume. ‘The Blue 
Book ’’ was a guide for gentlemen with 
‘business in Basin street.

Just over five weeks ago Lynn Doyle, 
who is perhaps the most popular of all

His quarrel—if an ‘honourable and care-

the Censorship Act of 1929, and with the 
mechanics of the system of censorship 
whith has been. established under that 
Act. There are two grounds on which a 
book legally may be banned under the Act 
of 1929.

Parental Control 


The Archbishop of Dublin had some 
advice to offer to parents when he 
distributed the prizes to the boys of 
Christ Church Cathedral Grammar School 
on Thursday last. It should not be 
expected, he said, that the spiritual, 
moral and intellectual teaching should 
be left entirely to the school; teachers 
have the right to ask parents for 


their help. The entire responsibility must 
not be passed to schools, the primary 
function of which is different in kind and 
in degree from that of tne home. The 
Headmaster of the: school (the Rey. 
Robert J. Ross) had suggested that “a 
little less Hollywood and a little more 
time spent in the home is a crying need 
at the moment.” Here both he and the 
Archbishop touched upon a problem that 
is exercising the minds of many people 
to-day; when the bonds of home life seem 
to have been loosened to a dangerous 
extent. It may be that in the last cen- 
tury too much consideration was given to 
home life and home influences, and that 
the laxity which so many people deplore 
to-day is but the reaction from that con- 
dition. Nobody nowadays desires a home 
such as that presented in ‘‘The Barretis 
of Wimpole Street,” or in the autobio- 
graphies of octogenarian celebrities pub- 
lished in the past few years.

The Unwanted Guest 


Mr. Justice Hawke spent a colourful 
hour or two at Liverpool Assizes the other 
day in examination of a bed bug. A lady 
brought the bug before him. .She claimed 
damages from a North Wales hotel for 
breach of warranty; or, to put it so that 
the children can understand, because she 
had been bitten in a place where no bed 
bugs should have been. To the laymen it 
seemed to be a straightforward case: a 
doctor had examined the lady, and found 
that she had been savaged in some degree 
by an insect, or insects, unknown ; and the 
lady, on oath, said that she had been un- 
blemished .prior to her arrival in the 
hostel. It was merely a question of the 
size of the damages—until Mr. Justice 
Hawke introduced an entirely new element 
into the discussion. Mr. Justice Hawke 
wanted to know if the bug was a resident— 


a consideration which took everybody 
aback. The judge, for his part, regarded 
the creature as a feckless, foot-loose 


marauder, without family ties or even a 
sentimental interest in the North Wales 
lodging. Nobody had seen his father or 
mother; and, in view oí the biological fact 
that bed bugs never come singly, it was 
equally significant that there was no 
information to hand about the presence of 
brothers and sisters. Mr. Justice Hawke 
was not convinced that the hotelier was a 
bug-lover, a man who kept the creatures 
for the fun of the thing and grazed them 
upon his guests; and, while he did not 
suggest that the lady had brought the 
disruptive element with her, Mr. Justice 
Hawke finally gave judgment for the hotel.

SURPRISE IN THE

HE amount demanded by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer for the arma- 
ments programme took the City by 
surprise, though there had been a general 
opinion that a sum of about one hundred 
and fifty million . pounds would be 
required. The new provision. will brins 
the national expenditure on armaments 
up to one thousand million in the course 
of the next five years. It was pointed out 
to-day as regards the programme that 
there cculd be no doubt that costs here 
are considerably higher than those of some 
other countries, and that the moncy, there- 
fore, would not go so far. It is also 
thought in the City that taxation will ba 
increased, and though there is no disposi- 
tion to exaggerate, it is feared that the 
increase may be sixpence or nineperice In 
the pound. There is a distinct possibility 
of further indirect taxation, though the 
brewery industry is optimistic on this 
score, expressing the view that the Chan 
cellor will make no change in Excis» 


duties. 


Debates on the Loan 


The necessary legislation to give power 
io the Treasury to raise four hundred 
million pounds for defence will have to 
he |passed through Parliament without 
delay, as it must be law by the end of 
March—the close of the financial year. | 
ia probable. that there will be several 
debates, since “ Opposition will l-ve 

wer to raise discussions On a numher 
of points. The first debate will. take 
place on Wednesday on the financial 
resolution which will precede the bill. The 
Labour Opposition have asked for two 
days on that occasion, and it is probable 
that this will be granted by the Govern- 
ment. The circumstances attendant on 
the loan will’ permit the House to raise 
debates on a number of questions uite 
apart from whether rearmament shall he 
paid for cut of revenue ov by borrowing. 
The whole extent and progress of the re- 
armament programme can. be discussed, 
and there can also be a debate on each 
stage of the Loan Bill. This will inter- 
fere considerably with the Government's 
programme, and at the moment it seems 
that the House will be very fully occupied 
until Easter. 


Labour Opposition 


The Labour Party, intending to offer 
fierce opposition to the loan scheme of the 
Government, will insist that full details 
of the intended armament programme 
shall be submitted to Parliament kefore 
unlimited spending power is granted. A 
meeting of the Labour Party will be held 
at the House of Commons as soon as pos- 
sible to consider a line of action, but at 
present it is the intention to fight the bil! 
through al] its stages, more particularly 
if the Government refuse to furnish all 
information concerning plans and cost of 
the defence programme. 


Store Cattle 


A maiter of interest to the Irish cattle 
trade was raised when the Live Stock In- 
dustry Bill came before the House of 
Commons Standing Committee this week. 
A proposal was made that the subsidy for 
cattle produced. from imported _ stores 
should be lower than for cattle produced 
from home-bred stores. The proposal! was 
opposed by the Government, and even- 
tually negatived, after the view had been 
expressed that the amendment, if carried, 
would raise a difficuity if at was thought 
desirable at a later stage to withdraw the 
subsidy entirely from imported stores, as 
it might be held impossible to do so if a 
separate vate of subsidy was laid down. 
For the present the subsidy relating to 
imported stores, most of which come from 
the Irish Free State, will be paid, but it is 
evident that the withdrawal of the sub- 
sidy in these cases is within the bounds 
of- possibility at some future’ time. 


Seats for the Coronation 


No fewer than eighty-five thousand 
seats are to be erected by the Office of 
Works on the route to be taken by the 
Coronation procession, and applications 
for these have been greater than the 
number of places. No seat has yet been 
allotted, though it has been stated that 
places are to be available for members 
of Parliament, diplomats, Dominion, 
Colonial and Civil Service officials, and 
representatives of as many sides. of 
national life as possible. One thing ap- 
pears to be definite, however, not one of 
the seats will be available for an indiv)- 
dual member of the public. Applications 
have been pouring into the Office of 
Works, many coming from little-known 
bodies, who think that they have a claim 
to a seat. When the seats. are allotte: 
to organisations with branches in all 
parts of the country these will not re- 
ceive a separate allocation in respect of 
each branch, but one allocation will be 
made for the headquarters, and headquar- 
ters will have to decide what percentage 
of seats can be allotted to its branches. 
The price of the seats has not been de- 
cided, as it will Gepend upon the cost 
of erecting the stands, but the proba- 
bility is that in no case will it be less 
than thirty shillings. 


Rickiel Churchmen in Spain 


The Dean of Rochester, who was one of 
a small party of English Chuarchmen to 
pay a visit to Spain last week, has flown 
back to Fngland to keep preaching engage- 
ments. Dr. Underhill says that he paid a 
hurried visit to Madrid, where the con 
ditions were appalling. In an interview 
at Valencia before the party left the 
members expressed reluctance to hazari 
any view, but all agreed that the moru! 
of the Madrid population wag a miracle o! 
our times. It is understood that the 


Dean and the other members of the 
party will issue a Joint statement 
as soon as possible, based on their 


experiences. In this connection It 
is of interest that the Erening Standard 
to-day re-established -telephone contac!

as “ Italy’s Prince Imperial.”’ 

Lights barning in the Palace windows 
all night showed that the birth was im- 
minent. Queen Elena of Italy was pre- 
sent. The mother, Princess Marie Jose, 
wife of the Crown Prince Umberto, is 
doing well. 


VICTOR EMMANUEL 

It was announced to-day that the child 
would be called Victor Emmanuel after 
his grandfather. 

King Victor Emmanuel was imme- 
diately rung up and told the news of 
the event, and thereupon conferred on his 
grandson the title of Prince of Naples, 
which he himself held before he ascended 
the throne in 1900. 

The news has been received with a Wave 
of joy all over Italy, because it removes 
anxiety about the succession to the 
throne. Monday has been declared a 
public holiday, and public buildings will 
be beflagged and illuminated for three 
days. 

The Duce at once telegraphed to the 
King and Queen and to the Prince and 
Princess the jubilation of the Fascist 
Government and nation at the birth of a 
Prince. 

Torchlight processions wound their way 
through the streets of Naples this even- 
ing, and all Italy is beflagged. It is ex- 
pected that a general amnesty will he 
proclaimed to celebrate the birth.

The nations on the Continent continued 
to arm more rapidly and with more 
enthusiasm than they had ever done, he 
declared.

The most broadminded, hopeful and 
optimistic people could not but see that 
there was every sign of approaching 
catastrophe. 

Those who had not had their eyes fixed 
on the Continent would have had the 
serious symptoms brought home to them 
by the Chancellor’s statement on Thurs- 
day regarding the Defence Loan. Surely 
that must have shown to the people of 
these islands that they were living in 
imminent peril. 

Every contest between nations and every 
war would ultimately be resolved by the 
spirit, courage, ability, training and 
patriotism of the men of the countries con- 
cerned, Mr. Duff Cooper continued. He 
said that they did not want an army of 
two or three million trained for one year 
or eighteen months, but wanted the four- 
teen divisions brought up to the establish- 
ment which they had laid down, and which 
they considered sufficient.

YNN DOYLE, author of ‘‘ The 
Spirit of Ireland,” ‘‘ Bally- 


gullion,’’ and other works, has re- | 


signed his membership of the Free 
State Board of Book Censors. 

In a letter to the Minister for 
Justice Lynn Doyle refrains from 
expressing any comment on the need, 
or otherwise, of censorship, but 
makes a strong criticism of the 
methods of officials, who, receiving 
certain books from objectors, mark 
passages for the attention of mem- 
bers of the board. There are grave 
dangers in the system, he says. 

The wisdom of the State, he adds, 
would not be exalted by banning a 
book which had been in circulation 
for eight or even three years, after 
cultured and the more hardened 


readers had read it. 
Lynn Doyle was a member of the 


board for five weeks. 


COULD NOT ACT WITH 
FAIRNESS 


His letter reads :— 


Malahide, February, 1937. 

To the Minister of Justice, 

Saorstat Eireann. | 

Dear Str,—I ask your leave to resign 
my position on the Censorship of Publica- 
tions Board. After examining books under 
the system for some five weeks I have come 
to the conclusion that I could not with 
fairness to the State or myself go on acting 
on the Board. 

I raise no questions about the necessity 
of censorship, being concerned solely with 
the Board as it must function under the 
Act by which it was created.. 

The books are sent to the Minister by 
private objectors in different parts of the 
country. A permanent official marks, by 
writing folio numbers on a card, passages 
that he thinks come under the Act. The 
marked books are then sent to the 
members of the Board in turn. Now the 
Board is required to make recommenda- 
tions according to the general tendency of 
the book. It is nearly impossible to re- 
port on general tendency after reading 
the marked passages. Even when one 
reads the book through afterwards one is 
under the influence of the markings. There 
is another reason. Here I speak for my- 
self only. It is so terribly easy to read 
merely the marked passages; so hard to 
wade through the whole book afterwards. 
No doubt the other members painfully 
read all the books through. But, alas, I 
am lazy and fallible; and some of the 
books make hard reading. It is easier to 
be a “bad " writer than a good writer. 
After five weeks of censoring I find myself 
sorely tempted to rely on the marked 
folios alone. Surely there are grave 
dangers in the system. | 

Next.comes the element of chance in the 
banning. By the accident of its not en- 
countering a critical eye a’ book coming 
justly under the Act may circulate for 
years. One book was presented for my 
attention which had circulated for eight 
years. But it might have been caught in 
the first month. Other books have been. 
This does not seem even-handed justice. 
Moreover, to ban a book of eight or even 
three years of age is to revive a harmful 
thing that has become happily moribund. 
The venal author would rejoice; and why 
shouldn’t he? But the wisdom of our 
State would not k> exalted thereby. 


AUTHORS SUFFER BOTH 
WAYS 


Then there is the effect on authors who 


have been, in these ways, not very fairly 
treated. 
damage of their art, or, in indignation and 
revolt, they set out deliberately to shock. 
In either event they suffer. 

There is the question of punishment as 
between the Irish and the foreign author. 
Perhaps, five per cent. of a foreign best- 
seller’s sales is in Ireland. Thirty or 
forty per cent. of an Irish author’s circu- 
lation may be in Ireland. The disparity 
of punishment is obvious. 

I admit that in practice the Irish 
Censorship works out wonderfully well. 
Between a book’s issue and its banning 
the more cultured and the more hardened 
readers have read it. The unsophisticated 
have not in general got to know about it. 
But I do not think it is worthy of our 
State to trade on an Act whose excellence 
consists in its bad drafting. These are 
some of the reasons that have caused me 
to think. that I could not conscientiously 
act on the Board. Nor did I feel that, 
influenced by them, I should attend a 
meeting. A fortunate adjournment has 
given me the opportunity of avoiding this. 
I am sorry, very sorry, to have given you 
trouble by joining the Board and now 
resigning. But I felt honoured by the 
offer, and had a right to feel so. Under 
a strong sense of duty to the State, in 
which I have enjoyed, and hope I may 
long enjoy, liberty, happiness and friend- 
ship, I accepted the post. Under a strong 
sense of duty and loyalty to that State I 
now lay it down. 

I should be ungrateful if I did not 
record my deep sense of the earnest and 
most conscientious work of the Secretary 
of the Board. If the Free State has many 
such servants it is well served. The 
courtesy of yourself and of your staff I 
should, perhaps, take for granted. I will 
not do so. Friendly warmth and geniality 
are not always associated with public de- 
partments, I shall always associate them 
with the Department of Justice in Saorstat 
Eireann. 

I shall, I know, give still further dis- 
appointment to those of my friends of both 
sexes whom have already sorely dis- 
appointed by my inability to pass on to 
them censorable books. But, perhaps, 
their idiosyncrasy helped to throw stil] 
more light for me on the problems of

When we were through with 
our armaments we tore up the central 
Treaty of Versailles and threw it in the 
face of our opponents. To-day Germany 
has, instead of an inflation, a stable and 
unshakable currency. 

‘‘T do not want to meddle in the internal 
affairs of other countries, and it is all the 
same to me whether France is governed by 


é 
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a democracy, an autocracy or the People’s 
Front. But when a country like Moscow, 
for example, distributes its internal 
political ideas not only for internal use, 
but all over the world, I resist and protest 
most strongly. We must prevent Bolshevism 
from obtaining a spring-board in Western 
Europe—that is, in Spain. 

“Tí Czechoslovakia alleges against us 
that we claim that the aerodromes built 
there are Red aerodromes, we must reply 
that no responsible persons among us 
claim that the Czecho aerodromes are Red 
aerodromes; but Czechoslovakia will not 


with Soviet Russia, and in serious 
eventualities she would put her aerodromes 
at the disposal of Russia.

“ If we are asked why we occupied the 
Rhineland so suddenly, when this could 
have been settled by negotiations, then all 
we can say is—Very well then, we agree 
about the goal,.and we only differ on the 
method. | 

“We are on guard against the 
Rolsheviks like lynxes. I do not think 
that the Moscow Government is advanc- 
ing, but I do think we are. Germany 
will prevent Moscow from casting Europe 
into chaos. I declare this with full 
formality. 

“So far as I am informed the Red 
Government of Barcelona and Valencia 
still is accredited to the Vatican, but not 
the Nationalist Government of General 
Franco. (Cries of ‘Shame.’) This makes 
one think—why are the Christian 
Churches not standing by us in our fight 
against Bolshevism? If Bolshevism had 
come into power in Germany, then the 
German clergy would have been set on 
fire with petrol.

‘‘ Nobody wants war. If so, they would 
have made it when we started to re-arm. 
And now? No doubt nobody is thinking 
of it. 

‘No war will come. We do not want 
to attack anybody. We have no terr!- 
torial claims on France. 

“TIT can say it now openly that the 
rearmament entailed a great risk and cost 
us many a sleepless night. At that time 
we could not take the German people into 
our confidence. 

“On January 30 Hitler stretched out 
his hands to France for a reconciliation. 
What more can he do? 

“ If people accuse us of having sprung 
surprises we must reply that it could not 
have been done in any other way.”

HE Northern Minister of Labour,

Speeches have been made recently in 
Ulster,” he proceeded, “ which I greatly 
deprecate, advocating that we should 
become a Dominion. Thoughtless pro- 
nouncements of this kind are to be 
deplored. In the first place, if we were to 
become a Dorainion we would sacrifice our 
position as equal citizens within the 
United Kingdom, and we would lose in- 
evitably our right to send representatives 
to Westminster. This proposal has been 
made because it is imagined by some 
people that it might help our trade and 
unemployment situation. The _ reverse 
obviously would be the fact. We are 
largely exporters, particularly to our 
neighbours in Great Britain, and if we 
were to surround ourselves by a tariff wall 
against goods coming to us from across 
the Channel Great Britain would be quite 
entitled to do the same. In all probability 


‘we should before long be suffering from 


the grave economic difficulties of tariff 
barriers which the Free State is experienc- 
ing to-day. No one can advocate such a 
policy and call himself a Unionist.’’

SCOPE AND PURPOSE 


Mr. J. P. Keane, Acting City Manager, 
said that the library was uniform in size 
and désign with two new libraries at Drum- 
condra and Ringsend. The main portion of 
the building was a large room, shelved to 
hold 10,000 books, and when the library was 
in use, and several thousand books out on 
loan, the available book stock would be in 
the neighbourhood of 15,000. All the books, 
with the exception of a small reference sec- 
tion, could be taken home for reading. The 
books for light and recreational reading were 
an important part of the -library stock, but 
the serious work of the library, as well ra 
the aspect of it that concerned the librarian 
most, was the service to students and serious 
readers of all ages and all interests. Personal 
guidance to readers in search of information 
or requiring books to help them in their 
education, business. or hobbies, was regarded 
as the chief function oi the librarian. 

““ Books,” he said. “oí Irish interest, both 
in Irish and in Engliah, are a special feature 
of all the Dvidin libraries, and it is hoped 
that the revival of the language as an instru- 
ment of culture and for practical purposes 
will be helped cn dnd stimulated by the 
provision of all availa»le books in Irish. 
There are also many out-of-print books 
relating to Ireland and Dublin which students 
of Irish history, literature and archeology 
will fiud aseful in their studies.” 

The provision of small branch libraries, he 
said, was a feature cf the re-organisation of 


the Dublin library service which the Cor- 
poration undertook after the Greater Dublin 
Act came into operation in 1931. A sum 
of £20,000 had been provided for the purpose, 
and out of that the branch libraries at Phibs- 
borough, Drumcondra and Inchicore had been 
built. Two otrer libraries—one as part of the 
new Technical Schocl at Marino and the 


other at the Telenhone Exchange at Terenure 
—would be opened later this year. ‘Those 
six libraries formed the nucieus of a chain of 
suburban librames which would encircle the 
eatended city with its various new housing 
areas and growing population.

O member of the Fire Brigade had 
been commended or reprimanded for 
anything that happened on the night 
of the fire. said Lieutenant Howard, of the 
Dublin Fire Brgade, who was cross- 
examined by Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., at 
yesterday's sitting of the Tribunal investi- 
gating the circumstances associated with 
the Pearse street fire on the mght of Octo- 
bee 5 last, when three members of the Fire 
Srigade lost their lives. Mr. Kelly ap- 
peared for the Attorney-General. 
The witness said that since the restric- 
tion of the water pressure at night they 
had two big fires, From the Pearse street 
hydrant at no time was there an adequate 
supply of water at sufficient pressure. He 
could operate an engine, say, 1,000 feet 
from the source of supply. That was not 
the maximum, as he could pump water for a 
mile, 
Mr. Kelly—If you had placed an engine

CARE OF THE BLIND 
IN CORK 
paid BP Bact 
AN APPEAL FOR HELP 


When the survey of blind people in. Cork 
homes has been fully completed, the National 
Council for the Blind of Ireland will have 
information regarding the possibilities of 
teaching and general duties in connection 
with the blind, which will form the founda- 
tion of the future work of the Visiting Com- 
mittee and the home visitor and teacher. At 
present, the home visitor is teaching Braille, 
moon, knitting, Rafha and pulp-cane. This 
important survey, undertaken for the first 
time, shows the absolute necessity for the 
work, it was stated at the monthly meeting 
of the branch. ; 

The home visitor reported that she had now 
virtually completed her survey of blind people 
in Corg city. Of the 165 blind people visited, 
there were 12 home-workers, 6 Braille readers 
‘who had been put in touch with the National 
Library) and 8 bed-ridden cases, There 
were 12 blind people whom she had advised 
and written about regarding their pensions. 
Four wireless sets had been received: from 
Dublin, and distributed to four blind people 
in Cork. 

Mrs. E. T, Mahony congratulated the home 
visitor on the excellent work which she had 
done during her short stay in Cork, and the 
members joined in their appreciation. 

Miss Colgan thanked the Committee, and 
said that there was a tremendous amount of 
work to be done by the Voluntary Visiting 
Committtee, such as séeing that the neces- 
sary precautions were taken in cases of 
blindness among young children, conducting 
blind people to musica] pictures, ete, “The 
managers of several city cinemas had kindly 
promised free passes to the blind, but, unless 
people came forward to help, the blind would 
miss these musical treats, .

LOW MARRIAGE RATE 


Unemployment, low wages, lack of proper 
housing, selfishness, snobbery, and the apish- 
ness the lower-middle and middle classes 
were all causes of the low marriage rate, he 
said. Inducements to marry should include 

igher pay for married men, the maximum 
s to be given at 25 years oí age, and 
the imposition of a tax on bachelors with no 
dependents. A revision of the system of land 
tenure, a thorough re-education of middle 
class fathers and mothers, a bachelor tax, 
and, more important, financial inducements of 
every kind to encourage thatrimony, should 
considerably increase the marriage rate and 
put an end to the present intolerable position 
— Ireland; a country of bachelors and 
spinsters, 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the Auditor, 
Mr. B. McGucekin, K.C., said that the 
abolition of the machine was not the cure for 
unemployment. Referring to the low marriage 
rate, he said that there was not sufficient 
inducement for young men to marry, and, 
apart from co-mingling in the dance halls, 
and sometimes after the dances, there was 
little decent co-mingling. In this country. 
he said, we still suffer from that 
sort of fear that the association of male and 
female is something to take place only after 
dark. I know of nowhere where the segrega- 
tion of the sexes is so carried out as in this 
country. It is a matter on which strangers 
constantly comment when they visit the 
country. Even in the worship of God the 
women must pray on one side and the men on 
the other. That is no exaggeration—it is a 
act. 

Mr. Kingsmill-Moore, K.C., seconding, sairl 
that the people who raised the scare about 
declining population were generally mihtary 
generals or dictators, who wanted man-power 
for their wars. If the people were taught to 
use their leisure properly unemployment would 
solve itself, 


TEMPORARY DEPRESSION 


Proposing that the Society was deserving of 
support, Mr. P. McGilligan, T.D., said what 
was wrong with the country was poverty, 
which would remain until resources were 
handled properly. The country was suffering 
from a temporary depression, with only one 
million three handred thousand of its three 
million people at work. Since the Great War 
the whole world had been in a ferment, upset 
by a variety of~things, and there was not: 
much desire in men for marriage. People 
were afraid then of lack of resources, but later 
they had a greater fear imposed on them—the 
terrars of the barriers to trade. The trouble 
was that the natural play of economic forces 
was interrupted by the blundering of men, 
and not by the machine, which was sent Ly 
the bounty of Providence. But that period 
was passing. The unemployment, lack of 
housing, and other problems in this country 
were not one whit worse than they were in 
other countries.

The death occurred yesterday, at his 
residence, Roseville, Clonmel, of Mr. P. J. 
O'Reilly, hon. treasurer of the Irish Coursing 
Club, and one of its founders, 

By the death of Mr. O'Reilly (writes our 
Coursing Correspondent), Irish Coursing 
suffers an almost irreparable loss. From the 
early days of the Clonmel and Kilsheelan 
Club he was actively identified with the 
sport in the County Tipperary, and, with the 
late Mr. Stokes, Mr. Philip Brennan, Mr. 
Andrew O'Shea, Mr. David Smith and others, 
was responsible for the launching of the first 
of the club 64 dog stakes, and the Tipperary 
Cup, which gave a great and timely filip to 
Irish coursing. 

It was the Clonmel coursers who set on 
foot the movement that culminated in the 
foundation of the Irish Coursing Club at 
Thurles, and in the van, so to speak, was 
Mr. O'Reilly.

Three 
season later he nominated the runner-up to 
Keen Laddie for the Cup, Mr. J. Hassett’s 
Kilclooney, and in 1931-1932 he again named 
his danghter’s Sairshea Again, who won the 
Purse. , His other successes at Clounanna 
were in 1916-1917, when he nominated Malaria, 
who divided the Purse, and in 1921-1922, 
when he nominated Blue Boy XVI., who ran 
up for the Plate.
